BLACK BASS, 
The Canadian fishery department i; 
noi the one of most interest to this 
furthesi ialand portion of the Domin- 
ion. But - occasionally it reaches out 
this way. A recent imstance was the 
placing of black bass in some of the 
lakes in the national park, of which 
Banff is the capital; and also in Buf- 
falo lake which lies some thirty-five 
miles east of Lacombe. Although the 
lakes of the Northwest in and near the 
mountains contain food fishes in some 
variet; and in large numbers there 
are few varieties of game fish—those 
which ‘give sport fo the profession: 
angler. Of course ithe fact that such 
fish do not exist in these lakes argues 
very lairly that thay are nov suit- 
able to them. On the other hand, as 
everything must have had a begin- 
ning rit may be as fairly argued thai 
the reason they are not there is  be- 
cause they never had the Opportunity, 
The batching of fish has now been re- 
duced almost to a certainty, and the 
Dominion goverument has several bat- 
cheries*in 9peration. After experis 
had looked over the ground, or rather 
the water, it was decided that the 
black bass was the game. fish most like- 
ly to succeed in the waters, in ques- 
tion, Consequently a shipment of 
black bass fry was made up from one 
of the government’s hatcheries and 
shipped in a specially appointed, car. As 
the conditions in even the best ar- 
runged car are very far from those 
which prevail in their native wajers 
the shipment, which, was intended to 
have been made earlier in the Season, 
was delayed until late in Uctober, ow- 
ing to the continuance of wanfi wea- 
ther. tii 


H. S. Young, fishery overseer at Ed- 
monton, was notified early in October 
to proceed to Calgary to receive, and 
See to the transfer into Buffalo lake, 
ot the fry intended for that lake. On 
arrival at Calgary, however, he found 
that the shipment had been delayed as 
stated, and returned north to Wetas- 
kiwin by rail. From there he drove to 
Battle, Bittern and Dried Meat lakes, 
to look into ihe conditions existing 
there, and reinrned to Wetaskiwin. 
fiom Wetaskiwin he went again io 
Calgary and east to Gleichen where he 
melt the car containing the black bass 
fry. He took charge of the poriion of 


to Calgary and north to Lacombe by 
rail and then by team iv the lake. 
Twenty fish were placed in Tanglefoot 
lake and 265 in Buffalo lake, Only 
eight were lost ont of the whole num- 
ber shipped,. Most of the fry avere 
irom four to six months old, but two 
of them were fyll grown. 

After delivery, of ihe [fish at Buffalo 
lake he returned! to Lacombe! and visiir 
ed Gull lake, a ‘beautiful sheet of water 
which lies a few miles west of the 
town, but which contains no - choice 
fish. From Wetaskiwin he visited 
Pigeon lake and reached Edmonton by 
‘team on Tuesday afternoon.. 


Although Mr. Young had travelled 
over a great part of the country now 
covered only a couple of years ago, he 
found the chanzes produced by settle- 
ment so great that couldscarcely re- 
cognize it.

Canada’s Trade. 

Ottawa, Oct. 27.—According to sta- 
tistics just issued of $317,352,854 worth 
of bread stuffs imported by Great 
Britain during the éalendar year 1901, 
$154,027,541 worth was from the Uniied 
States and $20,348,623 trom Canada, 

In 1900 the valine of bread Stuffs im- 
ported from Canada was $23,821,656, 
and from the United States $158,624,- 
800. e 

The value of wheat imported into 
Great Britain last year from Canada 
was $10,784,772, from the United States 
$65,580,965. : 

Statistics of the trade between Can- 
ada and Japan just issued show, that 
that country imported from the Do- 
minion during the calendar year 1900 
goeds to the value of $158,000. In 
1901 the imports amounted to $91,000. 
The chief falling off was in salted 


fish, of which Japan took from, Can- 


ada over $90,000 in the former year, 
against $40,000 last year. On the oth- 
er hand Canada’s imports from Japan 
show a steady increase as follows; In 
1897 they amounted to $1,027,000; in 
1899 to $1,170,000, in 1900 to $1,450,000, 
and in 1901 to $1,638,000, about half the 
value of these imports consisted of 
tea, the next largest item being coi- 
ton manufactures, which last year 
amounted to $495,000.
